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Dr. Horace J. Howk 


Dr. Horace J. Howk, Director of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company’s tuberculosis sanatorium at 
Mt. Gregor, N. Y., since its founda- 
tion in 1911, died on April 9 in the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore. 
He had been ill since the first 
of the year and recently went to 
Florida to improve his health. He 
had been in the hospital only a few 
days. His wife survives. 


Dr. Howk was a graduate of the | 


University of Rochester and the med- 
ical school of the University of Michi- 
gan. Before going to Mt. McGregor 
he had been on the staff of the Loomis 
Sanatorium. He was known for his 
ability in hospital administration as 
well as for his medical skill. He be- 
longed to many medical associations, 
the Alpha Delta Phi Fraternity, and 
the Society of the Genesee. 

His death is felt as a great loss to 
tuberculosis workers throughout the 
country.

Madame Santé moves D. 8. L. 
Babbette returns to R. and motions 
for the first mannequin to enter. 
Music as model enters from R., 
walks to centre of stage, pivots and 
poses. 

Mapame™ §S.: Here is something trés, 
tres chic—an early morning de- 
light. 

The material used in this scarf is 
of a soft, supple quality spun from 
pure water. 

(The maid helps the model adjust 
the flowing scarf.) 

It begins with a spray thrown care- 
lessly over the head, falls naturally 
about the shoulders, skirts out into 
a glorious cascade, and ends in a 
swaying, dripping fringe. 

A rippled collar, gathered from 
these bubbles of soap, adds a touch 
of rare beauty. (Points to balloons 
carried in model's left hand.) 

In place of the conventional locket, 
an ornamental tooth brush, studded 
with pearls, may be worn at the 
end of a graceful ribbon of tooth 
paste.

If m’lady desires, a hockey stick, 
carried in either the left or right 
hand, will give a striking touch.
